Fraternity apologizes, unveils diversity plan 


Local SAE chapter leaders 
weigh in on effects of 
Okla. video of racist chant

More than a week after a video surfaced of an 
Oklahoma chapter of Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
singing a racist song, the national fraternity 
announced a four part diversity initiative and 
said it is starting a review of its 237 chapters, 
including the ro in Illinois. 

Blaine Ayers, executive director of the 
Evanston-based fraternity, began a news con- 
ference in downtown Chicago on Wednesday 
by condemning the actions in the video, call- 
ing them “ugly, demoralizing and absolutely 
counter to the values of SAE.” 

“And so today, I want to apologize on behalf 
of our fraternity for the pain this situation has 
caused,” Ayers said. “The words were offen- 
sive and harmful, and now we must begin the 
task of seeking forgiveness and taking steps to 
ensure this never happens again.” 

The initiative includes appointing a direc- 
tor of diversity and inclusion; implementing a 
mandatory diversity and education program; 
creating a confidential hotline for members 
and others to report offensive behavior; and 
appointing a national advisory committee on 
diversity and inclusion. 

“We are committed to having the tough 
conversations in every chapter, with every 
member,” said Ayers, who became visibly 
emotional when describing his embarrass- 
ment when he learned of the video of the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma chapter chanting a song 
that referenced lynching and used racial slurs 
to describe how African-Americans would 
never be allowed as members. 

Ayers said that he and other fraternity lead- 
ers did not know of the existence of the ra- 
cially offensive song. 

Presidents of two local chapters also said 
that they had never heard of the song, but Ed- 
die Ross, a 20-year-old junior and president of 
the 62-member SAE chapter at DePaul Uni- 
versity, said he could see how a culture of ex- 
clusion could develop in individual chapters. 

“Chapters change image all the time,” Ross 
said. “If you have one or two people in there 
who have those {racist} beliefs, within four 
to six years, it can change the identity of the 
whole chapter.” 

Ross said minority members of his chapter 
especially have been affected by the national 
furor. 

“They have had to deal with family mem- 
bers calling them and saying, ‘Is this your

chapter? What is going on here?’” Ross said. 

There are no racist undertones in national 
rituals, Ross said, but he also added that 
there is no discussion of race when members 
are taught about their founding fathers and 
founding members, most of whom fought for 
the Confederate South. 

“It ignores that kind of whole situation,” 
Ross said. 

Ross said he fielded questions from the 
national office in a 45-minute phone call last 
week. Their chapter does not have a house, 
which is why he believes the review of the De- 
Paul chapter was light. 

Aamir Kadri, Loyola Chapter President of 
SAE, which also does not have a house, said he 
had received several phone calls from regional 
and national directors. 


Members’ peers also have been asking ques- 
tions. 

“We are embarrassed and upset this is hap- 
pening,” Kadri said. 

Twenty-five percent of his 81-member 
chapter, including Kadri, identify as being 
minorities, he said. On the day that news of 
the video broke, members discussed it at a 
chapter meeting. Kadri posted a statement 
the next day, explaining how the incident at 
Oklahoma University did not reflect the fra- 
ternity’s creed of the “True Gentleman.” 

“It teaches us not to discriminate against 
any race, ethnicity, or orientation,” Kadri 
wrote about the creed on a Facebook post. 
“It teaches us to value honor and integrity. It 
teaches us to be humble and commit ourselves 
to the improvement of society.” 


Since 2013, when the fraternity began to 
track diversity, 3 percent of new members 
have been African-American, Ayers said at 
the news conference, and 20 percent identify 
as being non-Caucasian. 

The fraternity has ongoing investigations 
at chapters in Louisiana and Texas after issues 
surfaced because of social media, Ayers said. 
The fraternity, Ayers said, is looking to see 
if those instances are the result of a “culture 
problem” within the chapters. 

The incident came into the national spot- 
light last week when Unheard, a campus ad- 
vocacy group of black students, linked to the 
video online. 

The University’s president immediately 
ordered the SAE house closed and expelled 
freshmen Levi Pettit and Parker Rice, who 
were identified as ringleaders. Soul-searching 
and rallies followed on the university’s campus 
of 30,000 students in Norman, Okla. 

The board of trustees and alumni of OU’s 
chapter released a statement acknowledging 
the chant surfaced at the chapter three to four 
years ago but was not totally stopped, as it 
should have been.

Alderman moves to kill buzz on powdered alcohol 


Chicago, other states 
considering Palcohol ban

Before powdered alcohol has a chance to hit 
store shelves in Chicago, Ald. Ed Burke (14th) 
is trying to kill the buzz. 

The US. Alcohol and Tobacco Tax and 
Trade Bureau earlier this month approved the 
sale of the powdered alcohol product mar- 
keted under the brand name Palcohol. The 
packets, produced by Arizona-based Lips- 
mark, are expected to go on sale around the 
US. this summer. 

Citing public health risks and the problem 
of underage drinking, Burke introduced an 
ordinance at Wednesday’s City Council meet- 
ing that would ban the sale of powdered alco- 
hol products in Chicago. Businesses could be 
fined $2,000 to $5,000 or have their licenses 
suspended or revoked for violating the ordi- 
nance if the proposal gets council approval. 


Lipsmark on its website has disputed the ar- 
gument that it would be easier for children to 
get Palcohol than regular booze, saying it plans 
to sell its product in liquor and package stores 
and to buyers who are of legal drinking age. 

One ounce of Palcohol can be mixed with 
any liquid to create a drink that has the same 
alcoholic content as a shot of liquor. It comes 
in four flavors: rum, vodka, cosmopolitan 
and margarita. 

While prices have not been announced, 
Lipsmark says on the site that powdered alco- 
hol could be appealing to fest-goers or sports 
fans who don’t want to shell out a ton of cash 
for booze. 

While the company also describes it as a 
lightweight alternative for consumers who 
don’t want to carry around heavy bottles, it 
has responded to complaints that Palcohol 
would be too easy to conceal and sneak into 
events, saying on the site, “A package of Palco- 
hol is 4 inches by 6 inches ... almost five times 


bigger than a 50 milliliter bottle of liquid alco- 
hol, so Palcohol is much harder to conceal.” 

Chicago joins the growing list of places 
including Iowa, Indiana, Connecticut, Colo- 
rado, Minnesota, Ohio and New York where 
state lawmakers currently are considering 
banning powdered alcohol. Alaska, Delaware, 
Louisiana, South Carolina and Vermont al- 
ready have prohibited the sale of powdered 
alcohol, according to news reports. 

Lipsmark says legislative action could have 
unintended consequences such as depriving 
state governments of tax revenues and creat- 
ing a black market for the powder. “By ban- 
ning Palcohol, it will make people want it 
even more,” a letter on the site reads. 

Burke’s proposed ordinance next goes to 
the Finance Committee and Committee on 
License and Consumer Protection for con- 
sideration.

CITY MOVES TO SHUT DOWN 
VIOLENCE-PLAGUED BUSINESSES 

In the wake of a double homicide at a North 
Side nightclub, City Hall proposed a mea- 
sure Wednesday to allow the police super- 
intendent to shut down a business for up to 
six months where such incidents take place. 

The business would remain closed until 
a hearing occurs on whether the owner has 
taken adequate steps to improve safety and 
a ruling comes down, according to a pro- 
posed ordinance Mayor Emanuel’s adminis- 
tration introduced at a City Council meeting. 

Aides said the relatively complex mea- 
sure has long been in the works, but it 
wasn't introduced until after two men were 
fatally shot and two others were wounded 
early Monday morning after a fight at the 
Dolphin nightclub, in the 2200 block of 
North Ashland Avenue. 

The city is taking steps to shut down the 
nightclub near Bucktown, but under cur- 
rent rules, it typically can only shut down 
a place until the police investigation con- 
cludes, which usually takes days. TRIBUNE

Work can wait until the 
Sweet Sixteen is set, right?

The holiday season comes a few months late at 
The Pony Inn. 

Revelers crowd into the two-story space for a 
few weeks in March, and instead of Thanksgiving 
dinner or the eight nights of Hanukkah, the Lakev- 
iew bar’s festivities celebrate traditions such as the 
Sweet Sixteen and Elite Eight. 

Like many Chicago bars, The Pony is packed 
each year for the NCAA tournament, even when 
fans normally would be at work. 

“I remember a couple years ago, we had a couple 
guys wearing their scrubs from the hospital; they’re 
sales reps,” general manager Matt Fleming said. 
“They're taking calls during the day and they go into 
our private area because it’s a lot more quiet.” 

According to a2012 MSN survey, 86 percent of re- 
spondents said they will devote at least part of their 
workday to updating brackets, checking scores and 
following games during March Madness. If that per- 
centage holds this year, more than 119 million work- 
ers will be distracted by the tournament. 

Chicago-based outplacement firm Challenger, 
Gray & Christmas has calculated statistics on the 
tourney’s impact on workplace productivity for 
years. With an estimated 50 million Americans 
participating in office pools, this year the com- 
pany approximates the event will cost the country 
$1.24 billion in “lost wages.” 

“The Super Bowl gets a lot [of attention] too, but 
{with} the NCAA [tournament], I think because of 
the geographic breadth or diversity of the teams, 
everybody’s got some skin in the game in every re- 
gion of the country,” said John Challenger, CEO of 
Challenger Gray. “Just because it takes place during 
normal working hours, it garners more workplace 
attention. Streaming video is now added to that, 
making it easy, there are lots of long lunches and 
afternoons, so I think for multiple reasons it’s be- 
come the quintessential workplace sporting diver- 
sion.” 

Marcus Hall has been keeping the first Thursday 
and Friday of the tournament open since junior 
high, when a serendipitous sick day got the now-29- 
year-old Wicker Park resident hooked. 

“In college I would make sure that spring semes- 
ter I had no classes on Thursday or Friday,” said 
Hall, who attended Columbia College. 

Now he uses vacation days to free up game- 
watching time from his job as a social media coor- 
dinator. 

“There’s nothing like it in all of sports,” Hall 
said of what keeps him glued to the tournament. 
“There’s playoffs in regular sports, football—it’s all 
a series [usually]. In these games, you lose, you're 
going home.” 

Illinois alumna Jen Bruch said she doesn’t really 
follow college basketball throughout the rest of the 
season, but that hasn’t stopped the 39-year-old from 
taking time off work with college friends to catch

the early-round games. 

“Tt’s just the fun and the tradition of 
doing this every year with my friends,” 
she said. 

Even after one friend moved to Los An- 
geles and another to Denver, Bruch’s group 
continues to gather on the first Thursday 
and Friday of the tournament in Chicago, 
even if it means flying across the country, 
more than ro years after starting the tradi- 
tion. 

“It’s the close games and overtime and 
the upsets,” she said. “You get really into the 
games. It could be a team you don’t really 
care about but if it’s a close, exciting game, 
it’s fun and everybody else is into it.” 


Fleming estimates about half the pa- 
trons watching games during those first 
two full days have let their employers know 
where they’re going, and that half are play- 
ing hooky or covertly working from the 
bar, like the hospital workers taking calls 
from the booths. 

“Friday from 12, 1 0’ clock on we usually 
have a solid base in here throughout the 
day,” he said. 

Despite the “lost hours” and wages, be- 
tween office pools and long lunches, March 
Madness might actually be a time to boost 
company morale, Challenger said. 

“Generally most people today are 
viewed by their output, by how much they

do, by the quality of the work they do. 
You've got your office [and you're] sitting 
on your phone so even if you lose some 
time during the standard 9-to-5 workday, 
you make that up in other ways,” he said. 
“Today you go online, you look at your 
Facebook and you shop and you read the 
newspaper. More and more people want 
to be treated like adults and responsible 
for their own time. If you [as an employer] 
have that kind of culture and environ- 
ment and then you crack down, it’s going 
to make people feel like you’re being dis- 
ingenuous.”

Solid sequel puts the 
urgent In ‘Insurgent’ 


It’s both kinda funny 
and annoyingly ironic 
that these young 
adult dystopian mov- 
ies, usually focused 
on finding one special 
person to change 
society, so often feel 
interchangeable. 

Yet “Insurgent,” 
the latest in the 
“Divergent Hunger: 
Ender Jackson’s Mor- 
tal Creatures— Harry 
Maze Giver” series, 
provides a tighter, steadier adaptation of 
local author Veronica Roth’s bestsellers than 
2014's just-OK “Divergent.” That’s rather 
shocking, considering the sequel comes from 
Robert Schwentke, the director who still 
has not been properly publicly scolded for 
starting the “Red” series, not to mention the 
lousy “The Time Traveler’s Wife.” (I haven’t 
seen the universally loathed “R.I.P.D.” and 
probably never will.) Though the near-futur- 
istic Chicago setting factors less this time 
around, “Insurgent” has stronger visuals than 
its predecessor—including a breathtaking 
simulation with a floating room on fire that 
I now will think of whenever I listen to The 
Strokes’ “Room on Fire.” 

With the faction-divided civilization in 
near-chaos, perpetually irritated villain Jeanine 
(Kate Winslet) misses a prime chance to 
scream “What’s in the box?!” while focusing 
on opening an item that can be accessed only 
by someone who is Divergent. You'd think she

would go after Tris Shailene Woodley), her 
prime source of frustration. But that would 
make the movie too short, preventing Tris and 
Four (Theo James) from discovering a surpris- 
ing ally among the factionless while also 
spending time in Amity, Candor and Erudite, 
“Divergent” having centered largely around 
Dauntless and Abnegation. 

If you have no idea what I’m talking about, 
why are you reading this review? You obvious- 
ly don’t care about this series and should start 
at the beginning if you change your mind. 

Anew team of writers still struggles to 
maintain the story’s crispness when people 
are talking/explaining/speechifying. (The 
worst of it: “Where’s your scary boyfriend?” 
“Probably off doing scary boyfriend things.”) 
It’s hard to watch “Insurgent” and not think 
of “The Hunger Games: Mockingjay— Part 1 
and the many other films covering similar 
rules and rebellion. But Woodley and James 
remain assets to this world, capturing the 
love between increasingly tormented Tris 
and Four as well as the toughness they 
need to survive. The importance of being a 
multi-faceted person and not letting fear and 
self-doubt destroy you, along with the ever- 
relevant danger of rights being violated and 
jurisdictions crossed, are timeless themes, as 
long as they’re delivered with the right kind 
of emotional and physical force. 

This time, they are.
